"There are 34 or 35 subjects to 


be covered. 
It seems impossible 


to condense It," Cummings said. 
"I think, however, it is a fair 
guess to say the platform will be 
ready for presentation tomorrow 
to the convention."

MADISON SQUARE GARDEN, NEW YORK, June 26.-The Democrat- 


ic National convention was thrown into its greatest demonstration and into a 
pandemonium of indescribable confusion and noise this afternoon when the 
name of Governor Al Smith was formally presented to the delegates. 


Led by the New York delegation and supported by other Smith states, Mas- 


sachusetts, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, New Jersey and others, the convention was turned into a riot- 
ous demonstration such as few, if any, conventions has ever witnessed. 


AJ1 New York Gets Excited 


From the moment that Franklin D. Roosevelt, 


standing gamely on his crippled legs, shot the name 
of New York's beloved governor into the arena, pan- 
demonium was loose. A roar that must have pene- 
trated to the Battery and ,the Bronx greeted the 
name. 


Armed with every noise making device known to 


man, 
including fire sirens, police whistles, great 


clanging bells and clackety instruments, the gover- 
nor's friends, too were on the floor. 
They had 


crashed the gates of the historic old garden and with- 
out credentials or badge they mixed indiscriminately 
into the struggling mass of humanity that milled and 
fought its way around the garden floor in the biggest 
show of the convention. 


Other Delegates Stand Pat 


From a half dozen bands came the familiar "Side- 


walks of New York," and Rosie O'Grady" but their 
tooting was scarcely discernable above the great din 
created by the sirens and the horns and the whistles. 


With all of its fervor, its intensity, it apparently 


was a good-natured crowd that milled around "For 
Al." They laughed as they marched and yelled in- 
vitations to the McAdoo and favorite son states to 
"come on in for Al" but the managers in those dele- 
gations kept a tight clutch on their state standards 


rattle of bells and slrena In the 
galleries.

around and then found their seats

"Out-do 
McAdoo," was

plain purpose and Intent of the 
Tammany hordes.

MAUGHAN'S TRIUMPH 


(Xew 
Y.ork Times) 


"Lieutenant Russell L. Maughan who flew on 


Monday at the average speed 156.20 miles an hour 
from Long Island to San Francisco between dawn 
and dusk, is himself a more wonderful machine than 
the special Curtiss plane which he piloted. Lib- 
erty engines and fuselages and wings can be stand- 
ardized and produced by the gross, but the man who 
drives a plane at high speed from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific for eighteen and a half hours, racing with the 
sun as he goes, and who knows exactly what he is 
about every minute and mile of fhe way. is a rarely 
complex and efficient organization. Xature produces 
few 
such men. 
In 
congratulating Lieutenant 


Maughan upon his feat, General Patrick said: "Xot 
only from a military but from a commercial stand- 
point, this flight is epochal.' Bpt hoy many army 
Aviators could have withstood the strain of it and 
finished in possession of all their senses? Even the 
indomitable Maughan, who had keyed himself up to 
the effort, was unable to speak when his plane final- 
ly came to a standstill on Crissy Field. 


"There had never been a moment in the 2,850 


miles of flying when the tension of his nervous forces 
could be relaxed. All through those long hours, as 
forests and plains and rivers and cities sped by on th 
earth beneath him, and as he rose high over mountain 
chains vvhere disaster would threaten if the motor 
vent wrong, its deafening roar was unceasing. Hi 
brain might1 be ever so clear, the grip of his hands 
ever so firm, but eyesight and heart were feeling the 
strain increasingly. Could he hold out? He was not 
Methodically flying as the men of the postal service 
do; he was racing a new machine against the sun 
over a course of nearly 3,000 miles. 
Glory awaited 


him in San Francisco; the War Department expected 
him to earn it. So he had to drhe on and on, and 
dra-\\ upon his subconscious self to win through. 
It 


was a great achievement, and there is heroic stuff in 
Maughan. His chief was right when he said in the 
telegram of jubilation: 'You have brought prestige 
to yourself, the Army Air Service and to America." 
It was a flight which must have been heard round the 
world, carrying inspiration to Lieutenant Lowell H. 
{Smith and his comrades, who are trying to do some- 
thing even bigger for America.

FIRE TRAGEDIES, PAST AND POSSIBLE 


"The recent burning to death of over twenty sub- 


normal giils in a Caliofrnia institution has brought 
from a Xew York official the admission that a num- 
ber of the municipal institutions of that city, located 
on Welfare inland, are and long have been fire traps 
of a very dangerous character. Efforts have been 
made from time to time to do something about the 
matter, he says, but always without success. Trage- 
dies in Illinois and California are far away, and the 
Xew York taxpayer, with his supposed demand for 
economy, is near at hand. Xew York will wait, per- 
haps, until a tragedy within her own gates so stirs 
public feeling that waiting will be no longer possible. 


"And how about Ohio? Are the various state in- 


stitutions, county homes for the poor, city asylums, 
detention homes, etc., all reasonably safe from fire 
hazard? Or do we still have in use for such purposes 
many old structures of wood in which a terrible trag- 
edy might occur any day? How lately has an ex- 
haustive examination been made of all such institu- 
tions, state or local, in the matter of fire protection? 
Is there somewhere on record in Columbus a com- 
plete list of such institutions, wi*fe full annotation as 
to dangers that may exist in any of them, and steps 
that'are being taken to eliminate such dangers at the 
earliest possible moment? 


"If the trap is all set for one or a dozen such hor- 


rors in Ohio, m either state or local institutions" the 
public should be fully informed of that fact 
Piti- 


ess publicity will prove the quickest route to safety. 
VVe should be glad to have definite information on 
this subject, from the state officers most immediate- 
ly concerned."—Columbus Dispatch.
